WASHINGTON One month 
before Election Day, Barack 
Obama sits atop battleground 
polls in a shrinking playing 
field, the economic crisis is 
breaking his way and he has 
made progress toward winning 
the White House. 

The onus is on Republican 
John McCain to turn the race 
around under exceptionally 
challenging circumstances— 
and his options are limited. 

McCain’s advisers say the 
Arizona senator will ramp 
up his attacks in the coming 
days with a tougher, more 
focused message describing 
“who Obama is,” including 
questioning his character, 

“liberal” record and “too risky” 
proposals in advertising and 
appearances. 

Obama’s advisers, in turn, 
say he will argue that McCain 
is unable to articulate an economic vision that’s 
different from President Bush’s. In a new push, 
the Illinois senator is calling McCain’s health care 
plan “radical.” 

Now that the vice-presidential debate between 
Joe Biden and Sarah Palin is over, the contest 
returns to being entirely about Obama and McCain 
and likely will stay that way until Nov 4. The rivals 


meet Tuesday in their second of three debates. 

Interviews with party insiders across the country 
Friday showed Democrats are optimistic of victory 
if nervous over whether Obama can hold his 
advantage. Republicans are worried that the race 
may be moving out of reach though hopeful that 
McCain will beat the odds as he did in the GOP 
primary 


Both sides note that plenty can change in one 
month— and they’re right. 

It’s clear McCain’s campaign believes that 
making Obama supremely unacceptable in voters’ 
eyes may be the Republican’s best— if not only— 
shot at winning the presidency 
The risk: Voters could be turned off if McCain 
goes too far.

Emotions connect old O J. acquittal, new conviction

LAS VEGAS Jurors had been told to ignore 
what they knew about O.J. Simpson’s past, 
but for many observers, the line connecting 
the former NFL star’s murder acquittal last 
decade and his new conviction for robbing 
memorabilia peddlers couldn’t have been 
clearer. 

The attorney for the family of Ronald 
Goldman— who was killed along with 
Simpson’s ex-wife Nicole Brown Simpson in 


L.A. in 1994— said he thought his hounding 
of Simpson for years to collect a $33.5 million 
wrongful death judgment pushed him to a 
desperate gambit to recover personal items 
he had lost. 

“We drove him into that room to grab the 
sports memorabilia before we could seize 
the stuff,” said David Cook, who represents 
Goldman’s father, Fred. “Going to jail for 
beating Fred Goldman out of footballs and 
family mementos. Is this closure for Fred 


Goldman? No. Is this closure for America? 
Yes.” 

Simpson lawyer Yale Galanter said 
Saturday, the day after Simpson and Clarence 
“C.J.” Stewart were convicted of all 12 charges 
against them in the hotel room confrontation, 
that the Las Vegas jury was “on an agenda” to 
make up for Simpson’s murder acquittal. The 
two face up to life in prison. 

“This was just payback,” Galanter said. 

Whatever the jury was thinking, Fred 


Goldman praised the verdict. 

“We’re absolutely thrilled to see the 
potential that he could serve the rest of his 
life in jail where the scumbag belongs,” he 
told CNN. 

Brown Simpson’s relatives said in a 
statement that they want to be left alone as 
they “work through many mixed emotions.” 
They said they are primarily concerned about 
the children from the marriage, Sydney and 
Justin.

Required course: 
Dating violence 

Rhode Island schools must teach subject in health classes

NORTH KINGSTOWN, R.l. Ann Burke saw signs 
of trouble with her daughter’s boyfriend. 

He’d incessantly call her at night, keep her 
from her family, and, ultimately, physically 
abuse her during a tumultuous relationship 
that ended with her death three years ago. 

Burke’s 23-year-old daughter, Lindsay, may 
not have understood the dynamics of an abu- 
sive relationship, but her death is helping to 
ensure that other young people do. 

Beginning with this school year, a new law 
called the Lindsay Ann Burke Act requires 
all public middle and high schools in Rhode 
Island to teach students about dating violence 
in their health classes. 

The initiative was spearheaded by Burke 
and her husband, Chris, who say schools 
should be obligated to teach teens the warn- 


ing signs of abusive 
relationships and 
broach the subject 
head-on so victims 
feel empowered to 
get help and leave 
violent partners. 

“If this could hap- 
pen to her, this could 
happen to anyone,” 
said Ann Burke, a health teacher who runs a 
memorial fund to raise money for dating vio- 
lence workshops for parents and educators. 

One other state, Texas, mandates unspeci- 
fied awareness education on dating violence 
for students and parents, while several other 
states encourage it. But the Rhode Island 
measure goes further by requiring the topic 
be incorporated annually into the curriculum 


for students in 7th through 12th grade. 

Burke says such education would have 
allowed her daughter to recognize the danger 
in her relationship earlier. Though her daugh- 
ter left her boyfriend several times, she didn’t 
change her phone number or have a plan for 
safely cutting off contact for good. 

She also believed she could be friends with 
her boyfriend if the romance ended. 

“I said, ‘No, he said that to you before, 
Lindsay You can’t just be friends,”’ Burke 
recalled. 

Rhode Island Attorney General Patrick 
Lynch, who shepherded the proposal through 
the legislature last year, said domestic vio- 
lence is a disturbingly common crime, yet 
education about it is scarce and haphazard. 

“You teach sex ed, you teach ‘don’t do 
drugs,’ you teach ‘don’t drink,’ you should 


also be teaching ‘don’t be a victim of domestic 
violence,’ ” said Lynch, whose office receives 
about 5,000 cases a year. 

The law is gaining traction around the 
country, with members of the National 
Association of Attorneys General unani- 
mously adopting a resolution encouraging the 
education in their states. Nebraska’s top pros- 
ecutor said he intends to submit legislation 
modeled after Rhode Island’s law, and apparel 
maker Liz Claiborne has helped promote it 
around the country 

The education focuses as much on nurturing 
good relationships as avoiding abusive ones. 

In a recent sophomore health class at 
South Kingstown High School, teacher 
Karen Murphy reviewed communication 
skills for friendships and romantic relation- 
ships, including waiting until you’re calm 
before confronting someone with a problem 
and openly expressing your feelings. 

“You’ve just found out that somebody 
spread a rumor about you and you approach 
them at their locker,” Murphy told the class. 
‘Are you going to want to start talking to her 
when you’re extremely angry after you’ve just 
found out about it?” 

“No,” the class replied in unison. 

Alex Butler, a 15-year-old sophomore, said 
he didn’t think dating violence was a prob- 
lem at his school but that the education has 
helped him identify stages of abusive rela- 
tionships. 

“It’s nice ’cause then you can warn other 
people even if you don’t know them,” he said. 

Even if the lessons seem obvious, teach- 
ers hope students will recognize that some 
behaviors they may tolerate in their relation- 
ships— obsessive text messaging, for instance, 
or physical control— are unacceptable and 
possible precursors to violence. 

Ann Burke said Lindsay fell hard for 
Gerardo Martinez after meeting him at a 
wedding, and though he seemed respectful 
and nice, problems emerged after Martinez 
began exerting control over her daughter. 

Ann Burke became so distraught that she 
couldn’t sleep and she sought the advice of 
counselors. Fearing the worst, she even told 
Lindsay she couldn’t bear to live without her. 

One day in September 2005, after Lindsay 
had moved in with her brother to get away 
from Martinez, Burke became concerned 
when Lindsay didn’t answer her phone. 

Police found Lindsay in the bathtub of 
Martinez’s home, her throat slashed. Martinez 
was convicted last year of first-degree murder 
and sentenced to life in prison without the 
possibility of parole. 

Burke believes her daughter would have 
wanted her to teach others about dating vio- 
lence. 

“You may have killed her physical body, but 
I’ll be damned: her spirit is still living on in 
her family and friends,” she said. “We’re going 
to do what we need to do.”

Kendra Morrice isn’t about to pay $4.53 for a 
box of cereal at the grocery store, not when 
she can order a dozen at $3.75 a pop through 
her food-buying club. 

“In the long run, you’re saving oodles,” said 
Morrice of Des Plaines, who estimates she 
salts away hundreds of dollars a year through 
membership in a club in Oriole Park. “But 
you want to be sure you’re going to be using 
12 boxes of cereal.” 

Spurred by the sluggish economy, there is 
rising demand for such clubs, which allow 
consumers to band together— neighbors, 
friends, co-workers — and pay wholesale pric- 
es for large food orders, experts say 

Always a “well-kept secret,” food clubs have 
experienced on-again, off-again success over 
the decades. But they are ripe for a new surge 
of interest during the current downturn, said 
Ronnie Cummins, national director of the 
Organic Consumers Association, anon-profit 
based in Minnesota. 

“I think we’re going to see a whole new 
wave of buying clubs, just like we saw dur- 
ing the Great Depression,” Cummins said. 
“People have to cope with the fact that their 
living expenses are going up.” 

Buying clubs, considered a type of consum- 
ers’ cooperative, aim to provide members 
with food at the lowest price rather than turn 
a profit. The clubs often evolve into store- 
front co-ops that sell to the public. 

Statistics on the number of food-buying 
clubs aren’t readily available, but the recent 


growth of co-op stores likely is a good indi- 
cator of their burgeoning strength, said 
Adam Schwartz, spokesman for the National 
Cooperative Business Association. 

Clubs in the Chicago area range in size from 


a handful of families to several dozen. Some 
have been together for years and have names 
like C.U.B.S and Fox Fed Elgin Flakes. 

Membership is on the upswing in the 
Family First Foods club in Lombard, where 


three families joined in the past year, bring- 
ing the number to 12, coordinator Denise 
Karhoff King said. 

Participants, who pay a $20 lifetime mem- 
bership fee and are required to help out when 
deliveries arrive, find the idea of cutting out 
the middle man attractive, she said. 

The club orders $3,000 to $3,500 worth 
of products a month, enough for members 
to get 10 percent off any items not on sale, 
Karhoff King said. They buy through United 
Natural Foods Inc., the main distributor for 
Midwestern clubs. Products range from fro- 
zen green peas, bacon and organic chicken 
nuggets to Caesar dressing and even milk 
chocolate malt balls. The groups typically 
focus on buying natural or organic prod- 
ucts. 

Buying 12 jars of salsa at a time means 
Karhoff King isn’t running to the store when- 
ever her family of five wants a snack. 

“Overall, I would say I’m saving some 
money and a huge amount of time and gas,” 
she said. 


Behind the budget shortfall it comes to city’s financiai troubies?

Mayor Daley enjoys a national reputation 
among his colleagues as a business-minded 
CEO for his city, but that hasn’t protected 
Chicago from the worst financial crunch in 
his 19 -year tenure. 

The mayor blames the national economic 
downturn for the city’s estimated $420 mil- 
lion budget shortfall, and he has drawn par- 
allels to other cities, the federal government 
and even struggling media companies. But 
a closer examination shows that some of 
Daley’s own choices have greatly contributed 
to the city’s financial bind. 

When Daley unveils his budget plan for 


next year on Oct. 15, it’s expected to include 
more than 1,000 layoffs to close the budget 

gap- 

In a metro area where the median private- 
sector wage is less than $17 an hour, union city 
jobs not only offer security but also the pay 
and benefits that are becoming increasingly 
rare outside of government. 

The generous wages and benefits given to 
many in the roughly 38,000 -strong municipal 
workforce amount to 80 percent of the cost 
of running the city’s government, making it 
impossible to significantly cut the budget 
without reducing personnel costs. 

While Daley long held the line on property 


taxes, a reliable source of revenue, the city has 
relied on revenue sources that are more sensi- 
tive to economic conditions. 

The recent slowdown in the once-hot hous- 
ing market has hit Chicago harder, because 
the city expects to get so much from taxing 
real estate sales. 

Despite the burgeoning housing crisis, 
which began last year, Daley’s budget analysts 
expected to reap $210 million from real estate 
transfer tax revenue this year, the same as in 
2007. 

Instead, they believe that this revenue will 
total no more than $155 million. 

Every year’s budget is merely a forecast of 


how much government expects to rake in and 
how much of that money will be spent. City 
officials should keep 5 percent to 15 percent of 
their operating budget in reserve, according 
to the Chicago-based Government Einance 
Officers Association. 

In approving the 2008 budget, the city’s 
elected leaders allowed for a reserve of just 
$15.5 million despite anticipated operating 
expenses of $3.25 billion. 

That means that less than half of i percent 
was set aside. This year, besides lower- than- 
expected tax revenues, city budget officials 
point to excessive costs for snow removal as 
a reason for the shortfall.

All 
89 passengers aboard the flight were 
evacuated from the plane, and British 
Airlines was making arrangements for 
them Sunday afternoon to continue 
on to Houston, according to airline 
spokesman John Lampl.

Highway congestion, high fuel prices, 
dependence on foreign oil, pollution 
and global warming are creating per- 
fect conditions for reforming stagnant 
transportation policies. 

Congress got the message last week 
that the status quo is no longer accept- 
able for moving people long distances. 

The awakening crystallized when 
lawmakers passed the Federal Railroad 
Safety Improvement Act by a veto- 
proof margin. 

The landmark legislation, which the 
White House said President Bush will 
sign, calls for almost doubling the feder- 
al funding provided to Amtrak— about 
$13.1 billion over five years. 

Among other precedents, it autho- 
rizes $3.4 billion to create high-speed 
passenger rail corridors and provide rail 
capital-improvement grants to states. 

The ambitious project proposed for 
the Midwest would cover 3,000 miles 
in nine states. All lines would radiate 
from a hub in downtown Chicago. 

“Finally people are waking up to the 
fact that we need to move people with- 
out their cars,” said Richard Harnish, 
executive director of the Midwest High 
Speed Rail Association. 

Modern, double-deck trains with 
wide seats and large windows would top 
out at no mph. Amtrak trains in most 
of the Midwest now operate at up to 
79 mph. Travel times of almost hours 
on Amtrak’s route between Chicago 
and St. Louis would be cut to 3 hours 
and 49 minutes on a high-speed train, 
according to preliminary estimates. 
The approximately eight-hour trip 
from Chicago to St. Paul would be cut 
to about $V2 hours.

Jennifer Butera stood outside Wrigley Field on a rainy 
Sunday afternoon, lamenting how Cubs fans will have 
to wait another season, at least, for a chance to see 
their team in the World Series. 

“I can’t believe we have to wait another whole year,” 
the 27-year-old high school teacher said, adding that 
“it’s hard work to be a Cubs fan.” 

The Cubs lost 3-1 to the Dodgers in L.A. on 
Saturday night, bowing out of the best-of-five playoff 
series without winning a game. The first-round loss 
also sealed a century of frustration for Cubs fans, 
whose team has not won a World Series since 1908. 

The scene was somber and subdued outside Wrigley 
Field on Sunday Tourists talked about the loss as they 
took pictures in front of a statue of celebrated Cubs 


announcer Harry Caray 

Cubs fans posted on blogs and Internet message 
boards, criticizing their team and promising next year 
would be their year. 

Some fans were exasperated. 

Blogger AlTellon, who runs bleedcubbieblue.com, 
wrote that the series was “the worst performance I 
have seen in 45 years as a Cubs fan.” 

Will Byington, whose pictures are featured in the 
coffee table book “We Are Cubs Fans,” said in an 
interview from L.A. that he doesn’t think Cubs fans 
have accepted that the season is over. 

“I don’t think it’s sunk in yet,” said Byington, who 
lives near Wrigley Field. “You just keep building. 
Granted now it’s going to be loi years of building. 
Our time will come.”

DETROIT Kyle Orton looked like a star against the Detroit 
Lions— again. 

Orton set career highs in yards passing, completions and 
quarterback rating while throwing two touchdowns to lead 
the Bears to a 34-7 win over Detroit on Sunday 

He was 24-of-34 for 334 yards and had a 121.4 rating, 
improving to 3-0 against Detroit. 

Like many NFL players, Orton loves playing the Lions. 
“'Yeah, I do for some reason,” he acknowledged. 

Orton surpassed his previous bests of 22 completions and 
268 yards passing— both of which he reached last month 
against Tampa Bay— and a 103.3 rating, which he set in a 
38-6 win over the Lions at home in 2005. 

The Bears (3-2) broke a first-place tie with the Green Bay 


Packers, who lost at home to Atlanta, to lead the lackluster 
NFC North with about one-third of the season completed. 

“If we stay there, we get to the playoffs,” safety Mike 
Brown said. “If we don’t, it’s going to be a battle. 

“Our goal is to stay there.” 

Detroit played fourth-year quarterback Dan Orlovsky 
in the third quarter for the first time in his career because 
Coach Rod Marinelli said Jon Kitna had back spasms. 

Orlovsky was 13-0^23 for 97 yards— all career-highs— and 
threw an interception. Kitna was 8-of-i6 for 74 yards and 
fumbled on the Lions’ fourth possession after they had 
minus-4 yards of offense on their first three possessions. 

“From the first drive, shutting them down and making 
them punt, really kind of got it started for the day,” Bears 
coach Lovie Smith said. “The defensive line put pressure on 
the quarterbacks all day 'We were able to shut down their run 
and just make plays.” 

The Bears had four sacks and held Detroit to 54 yards 
rushing.

Bulls forward says

In a contract year, these are the words any 
player wants to hear. 

“He’s going to be used a lot,” Vinny Del 
Negro said. 

The Bulls’ coach was referring to Drew 
Gooden, who, other than journeyman Michael 
Ruffin, is the only veteran frontcourt player at 
training camp. But Gooden, entering the final 
year of a three-year, $23 million contract he 
signed with Cleveland, insists he is focused on 
nothing but winning. 

“Nah, nah, nah. I’m not thinking about 
my contract,” Gooden said. “I’ve been in this 
position before, and I put too much pressure 
on myself that time. This time I know if I 
play my [butt] off, things will take care of 
themselves.” 

Kind of like how it’s sometimes easy to 
forget that Gooden averaged 14.0 points and 
9.3 rebounds in 18 games with the Bulls last season, 
including a 31-point, 16 -rebound effort against Atlanta. 
That’s because Gooden, acquired in the Ben Wallace 
trade, sat the final 10 games with a strained abdomen. 

Gooden insists that injury is old news after an 
off-season trip to Vancouver, home of noted sports 
physiotherapist Alex McKechnie. After several weeks 
of core-strengthening work with McKechnie, Gooden 
claims he’s in the best shape of his seven-year career. 


“I wanted to show people I could still play” Gooden, 
27, said. 

As the only proven frontcourt scorer on the roster, 
Gooden might get a lot of offensive chances this season. 
He has averaged 12 points in six seasons. “If it works out 
that way, so be it,” Gooden said. “But my main thing 
since we’re young is focusing on winning. When you’re 
young, you can be fragile. But we have a lot of young 
guys who have talent and compete. We can surprise.”

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Dollar stores are cashing in 
on shoppers looking for a bargain

A buck will still buy you a bottle of shampoo, two rolls of paper towels or four 
containers of generic breath mints at some dollar stores. It even buys a bit of 
excitement in the hunt for a deal. 

But it won’t buy motor oil. Or a multipack of Tic Tacs. Or many other items 
that were once a steal for a dollar. 

Tough economic times have meant a boom in business for many dollar 
retailers as shoppers hunt for bargains. Most have seen their traffic and 
sales grow. But the rising cost for goods has some compa- 
nies examining their offerings more closely 


When oil 
prices began 
to tick up 
a few years ago, 
several dollar store 
chains phased motor oil 
out of their mix. When the 
cost of Tic Tacs went up last 
year. Dollar Tree switched to 
a generic brand so it could continue 
its four-pack deal. And in September, 
99 Cents Only Stores, in Texas and 
Western states, said commodity and 
fuel prices were forcing it to raise its 
price for the first time in 26 years, to 
99.99 cents— which rounds up to $i at 
the register. 

Analysts say the dollar represents 
an accessible price for shoppers. “The 
dollar today is what the penny was to 
the grandparent’s generation,” said 
Marshal Cohen, an analyst for the 
research firm NPD Group. “When 
you can get something for a dollar and 
it works, people get excited.” 

A bevy of stores are trying to cash 
in on that, even though many “dollar” 
stores sell items for a few bucks as well. 
Family Dollar Stores, for example, says 
just about 31 percent of the thousands 
of items in its stores these days are 
priced at a dollar or less. 

McDonald’s has a dollar menu that 
figures heavily in its advertising. Target 
had a “one spot” fixture for several 
years, where items sold for a dollar or 
under, before it was expanded in 2006 
to include a larger array of items. 

“It’s a treasure hunt,” said Target 
spokesman Josh Thomas. 

And in some cases, it’s necessity 

Dollar stores say they’ve seen sales 
of items such as food and grooming 


products grow the fastest as consum- 
ers try to limit spending to just the 
necessities. 

“We feel right for the times, we are 
relevant,” said Chelle Davis, spokes- 
woman for Dollar Tree. “Who doesn’t 
want to save money?” 

Shopper Linda Birmingham said 
she regularly goes to Dollar Tree in 
Aloha, Ore., for “little extras” like 
party supplies or gift bags for her kids. 
She bought some wax paper for her 
kitchen, batteries for her son’s toy and 
a jump rope for her daughter on her 
most recent visit. 

Susan Lance, another shopper in the 
store that day, said each store carries 
something different, but she tends to 
come for the same items that are much 
cheaper than at the grocery store next 
door— disinfectant wipes, toothpaste 
and other personal care items. 

“Believe it or not, this is the best 
deodorant I’ve ever used,” Lance 
said as she held up a stick of generic 
deodorant. 

For the stores, maintaining a com- 
pelling product lineup at the dollar 
price can be a challenge. But while 
some are raising prices or changing the 
items they offer, don’t expect dollar 
stores to go the way of five-and-dimes 
just yet. 

Stores say they are working aggres- 
sively to find the best deals. They are 
able to get the less expensive goods by 
working closely with vendors, limiting 
packaging, selling overstock items and 
maintaining flexible layouts to switch 
out products quickly 

“It has to be an extreme value to 
our customers,” Davis said. “It has to 
be compelling.”
